This superb suite of furniture, perhaps the finest example of 
Beauvais tapestry of its period, belonged to Eugéne de Beau- 
harnais ; it was sold at Berlin, on behalf of the Soviet Govern- 
ment, by Rudolph Lepke, on November 26th, 1928, and was 
purchased by the Count de Cambacérés. The designs for the 
Beauvais Tapestry are probably taken from an ornithological 
manuscript in the Musée d’Histoire Naturelle. It is considered 
extremely probable by M. Hector Lefuel, Curator of the Musée 
Marmottan, that the suite was made originally for Josephine, 
who was passionately fond of rare and beautiful birds. F. 
Masson says of her (Joséphine, Impératrice et Reine, Paris, 
1899, p. 348) : “ . . . le spectacle infini que présentent les oiseaux 
et la grace de leurs mouvements, et l’étrange de leurs attitudes, 
et seulement la beauté de leur plumage, si fertile en idées de 
toilette, cela plait a Joséphine, les oiseaux surtout; elle en 
achéte constamment, méme d’empaillés—comme cette collection 
payée 1,828 francs au Jardin des Plantes, au naturaliste Dufresne 
—elle est la meilleure cliente de l’oiselier Réaux, auquel elle 
prend pour 7,312 francs d’oiseaux en 1807, pour 8,200 francs en 
1808, pour 7,100 francs en 1809, sans parler d’un compte arriéré, 
montant-a 12,600 francs.’’ 

It is traditionally said that this suite was taken from Paris in 
1814 by the Czar. 

The suite is accompanied by a firescreen with a woven portrait 
of Napoleon I as a young man (probably of the Consulate period), 
signed ‘““ Manufacture de Pernon (Lyons), on a background of 
pale silk ; bronze ornaments in the Empire style on the frame, 
4741n. by 391n.
